SEC 33.01 Incomplete registration statements, Any application for
registration under s.553.26, Stats., registration renewal statement
under s. 553.30, Stats,, or application to amend a registration statement
under s. 553.31, Stats., which a registrant fails to complete within one
year from the date of filing thereof shall be deemed materially incom-
plete under s. 558.28 (1) (a), Stats., and the commissioner may issue a
stop order denying effectiveness to the application or registration re-
newal statement. ’

SEC 33.02 Federal laws affecting franchise operations. The com-
missioner may issue a stop order denying effectiveness to any applica-
tion for registration of franchises under s. 553,26, Stats., or suspending
or revoking the effectiveness of any exemption under s. 553.22 or 553.23,
Stats., or of any registration statement under s, 553.26, Stats., when he
finds that the sale of franchises pursuant to such application, exemp-
tion, or registration statement is or would be in violation of the sherman
act, the clayton act, the federal trade commission act, the robinson-pat-
man act, the securities act of 1933, or the securities exchange act of 1934,
(15 USC sections 1-7; 15 USC sections 12-27; 15 USC sections 41-51; 15
USC section 13; 15 USC section 77a-77aa; 156 USC sections 7Th-7Te, 77},
77k, Ttm, 7o, 17s, 78a-780, 780-3, 78p-78hh, respectively.)

553,28, Stats., issue a stop order denying ef-
fectiveness to any application for registration OF franchises under

emption under s, 5563.22, 563.28 or 553.2b, Stats., if the commissioner
finds that the sale of franchises pursuant to the application, exemption
or registration statement is or would be in vielation of the Wisconsin
marketing; warehouses; trade practices law, the Wisconsin trusts and
monopolies law, the Wisconsin fair dealership law or the Wisconsin uni-
form securities law (ch. 100, Stats., ch. 133, Stats., ch. 135, Stats., or
ch, 551, Stats., respectively).
